YOUR HEALTH

-NOWADAYS it would be a good thing 


if more people could realize that blood- 
pressure, whether high or low, is not a 
constant affair. "All kinds of things af- 
fect it even in the .normal person and it 


of 


However, blood pressure is usually 


considered to be low when it fails below 
100. 
This type of reaction can be ex- 


pected when there are disturbances in 
the heart and blood vessels but it often 
occurs when these are both normal. 


Doctors' usually divide the low blood 


pressure into two groups, one called sec- 
ondary low blood pressure and the other 
primary. 


The secondary low blood pressure* may 


be due to failure of the circulation - It 
may follow4a seyere injury or bleeding It 
may 
develop in 
severe 
attacks 
of 


pneumonia and typhoid fever. Diseases 
which las:t a long tame and are disabling 
or weakening, such as tuberculosis of the 
lung, or cancer, are often associated with 
low blood pressure. It also develops in 
starvation and in severe loss of weight 
from other causes. 


It may also occur when there is loss 


of large amount of fluids from the body, 
as in severe diarrhea. 
Lack of certam 


glandular secretions, such as those from 
the thyroid or the pituitary gland, as well 
as from the adrenal glands located over 
the kidneys, may be accompanied by a 
drop in the blood pressure. Heart disease 
is not often a cause of low pressure, but 
it may. develop in coronary 
i 


blocking of the circulation 
muscle. 


Primary low blood pressure is found 


in the absence of any of the diseases 
mentioned above. It seems to occur in 
about three to four out of every 100 
healthy persons. Its cause is not known. 


In general, low blood pressure is -no 


cause for great concern. Sometimes the 
low blood pressure is just a part of a, 
person's—natural physical and mental 
makeup. 


Another type of low blood pressure is 


called orthostatic hypotension, in this 
condition, the blood pressure is normal 
when the patient lies down, but drops 
when he abruptly stands up. This may 
be accompanied by a short period of diz- 
ziness and, in some cases, even by faint- 
ing. The symptoms disappear when th» 
person lies down again. Exercises may 
nelp to correct the condition in most 
cases. In occasional Instances, good re- 
sults can,be obtained if the patient sleec* 
with the bead raised about 16 inches.
